Mayor Bowron of Los Angeles, after deliberating and 
considering every aspect of the significance of Proposi- 
tion No. 12, has released the following statement express- 
ing why he has decided to come out in opposition to 


Proposition No. 12: 


“Realizing how difficult it may be for others to distinguish between a 
statement of my personal convictions as a private citizen and any posi- 
tion I may assume as chief executive of the West’s largest city, 2 have 
Sfrupulously refrained from public expressions except where and when 
I felt that the interest of Los Angeles and the public welfare in this 
metropolitan area are vitally concerned. This test impels me, after care- 
ful consideration, to voice my opposition to Proposition No. 12 on the 
November ballot. My reasons are as follows: 

“With the general principle implied by the phrase, ‘Right to Work’, 
I voice no objection. However, I am convinced that the adoption of the 
proposed constitutional amendment in the form presented to the voters 
of the state would result in misunderstandings and controversies and 
consequent industrial unrest that would disrupt our war effort and re- 
tard, if not make quite impossible, a constructive postwar reconversfon 
program. 

“It is generally recognized that the outstanding contribution of this 
area in war production is a direct result of the unity of purpose wKh 
which labor and management have joined hands in a common effort, In 
this industrial section, employers and workers have learned how to sit 


down to the conference table and adjust their differences peacefully. We 
should not take the risk of disturbing this relationship which should be 
carried on through the difficult years that lie ahead. 

“Most informed people have now come to the serious realization that 
the war in the Pacific will be long and difficult and costly in men and: 
materials before Japan can be defeated so soundly as to insure security 
on our shores and lasting peace. The importance of California, and par- 
ticularly of the Los Angeles industrial area, will increase as the war 
shifts to the Orient. We cannot afford to jeopardize our war effort and 
our industrial future by adding a constitutional amendment, which not 
only will raise grave doubts as to its effects and the nature of enforce- 
ment, but will return labor and capital to the kind of disputes that 
characterized the period before the war began. We cannot afford now to 
hazard replacement of singleness of purpose and harmony with strikes. 
We cannot now afford to take any chances that the medium of confer- 
ences and accord be replaced by that of strikes and expect to resort to 
the courts to stop them. Let us finish this war and then work together 
during the period of postwar reconversion and adjustments to provide 
jobs for the hundreds of thousands who will be thrown out of employ- 
ment when war production ceases, as well as jobs for the people who 
will return from the armed forces, before we address ourselves to the 
matter of enforcing the right to work of one who does not belong to a 
labor organization, and become involved in questions of conflict between 
state and federal jurisdiction in labor relations. 

“I feel that we are doing all right now, and I don’t want to see it all 
spoiled; therefore, I believe that it is in the public interest that Proposi- 
tion No. 12 be not. adopted.”

Once in a while you run across somebody in the labor 
movement who says that “unions should take no part in 
politics.” They add that, of course, we should get out 
and lick Proposition No. 12. because that measure is a 
threat to our very existence. But when it comes to candi- 
dates, they say, we should be “non-partisan,” 

We take issue with that attitude. It’s not only wrong, 
but dangerous. The fight to defeat Proposition 12 can in 
NG WAY be se parated from our obligation, as unionists and 
progressives, to elect friends to the White House, the 
Congress and the Legislature. We expect on November 
7 to defeat Proposition 12. Will that end the nation-wide 
attacks against the labor movement? Certainly not. In a 
recent issue of the San Francisco C hronicle appeared 


this news item: 

“With the ‘Right of Employment measure, No. 12, on the November 7 
ballot already stirring up bitter controversy in the state, a similar pro- 
posal has just been titled by Attorney General Kenny for voters’ signa- 
tures. This latest measure, titled, ‘Regulation of Labor Relations and 
Labor Organizations’, would be submitted to the 1945 session of the 
Legislature under plans of its sponsors. To submit the measure to the 
Legislature requires approximately 67,000 fewer signatures than it. does: 
te qualify an initiative for the ballot. Should the proposal, an anti-closed 


shop measure, reach the Legislature, it may be approved, thereby be- | 


coming law, ordered submitted to the people, or if rejected by the Legis- 
lature, it then goes on the 1946 general election ballot automatically.” 


There you have it! California unions have been forced 
to put up large amounts of money and devote vast 
amounts of time to fight Proposition 12.

| questions and answers we will give 
a brief summary of the purposes 
of the attendante bonus plan. In 
adopting the plan the Association 
and the Union are seeking to ob- 
tain the following results: 

1. Punctuality on the part of the 
employee. 

2. A shortening of the working 
day for all employees by virtue of 
a:l possible workers remaining un- 
til the day’s work is completed.

4. An inerease in production by 
utilizing skilled hands instead of 
constantly having to break in new 
workers. 

5. To provide a token of appre- 
ciation to loyal workers who make 
efficient plant operations possible. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

Q. When do I receive my bonus 
check? 

A. Checks will be issued on or 
before the second pay day of the 
month following the month the 
bonus is earned. 

Q. What is meant by a bonus 
day? 

A. A bonus day is any day on 
which work is offered to an em- 
| ployee and the employee completes 
the hours offered. 

Q. Suppose the employee 
not have a telephone. 

A. It is the responsibility of the 
employee to make arrangements 
with the employer whereby notice 
may be given. 

Q@. Suppose I work 7 days and 
complete the number of hours of- 
fered, 2 days donot complete the 
hours offered and I day do not 
work.
